At least it’s not me... Una and her friends who live in Sakuland are facing climate change, just like we are. Human beings are 
burning more and more Green Houses Gases (GHG) - there’s carbon dioxide from coal and oil. Carbon dioxide is also released when 
we cut trees, then methane which cows that live in farms burp out, and nitrous oxides from cars and other vehicles. These Green 
House Gases are added to the atmosphere and that is causing global warming and changing the climate. As more heat is trapped in 
the atmosphere by the GHGs, the ice in the poles is melting and sea levels are rising. 


Because of Climate Change... When forests are cut down, they add to the carbon dioxide level in the atmosphere. Animals also 
lose their homes, the forest, and they have to go to far-off places in search of food. Farmers are not able to grow their crops 
properly because of erratic rainfall. Often, they sow the seeds but there’s no rain, and their crops fail. Imagine a world without 
mango or chocolate because there was no rain or too much rain and the crop failed! Unpredictable weather also affects human 
beings. For example, during storms, floods, or droughts, people lose their homes. 
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
